PROPRIETOR DAVIS TALKS. 

While the policemen and fremen 
were carrying out the injured, W. J. 
Davis, one of the proprietors of the 
theater, was indefatigable in his efforts 
to alleviate suffering and to assist in 
caring for the dead. He sald: 

“There was no need, as far as I 
know, of a single life being lost 
There were over forty exits to the the- 
ater. The building is fireproof, and if 
somebody had not screamed ‘fire’ I 
think that all, as far as those killed in 
the panic are concerned, could have 
reached the street in safety. And of 
those who were suffocated by the gas, 
nearly all would have been taken out 
by the time the explosion occurred, if 
order had been preserved in making 
their exits. 

“As far as we have learned, every- 
body on the first floor, except three, 
escaped, although some sustained 
bruises and other minor injuries. The 
great loss of life was in the first and 
second balconies. These combined, will 
seat about nine hundred people. The sale 
of seats had deen good. but not up to 
the capacity and, as far as I can esti- 
mate, the balconies between them held 
between seven hundred and fifty and 
eight hundred people. The top bal- 
cony, where the cheapest seats were 
located, was the most crowded, and it 
is here the crowd found most difficulty 
in struggling toward the exits.”

their feet and ran outside. 
“At first.” said Profitt, “I couldn't 


see anything for the cloud of dust, 
but as it cleared away i saw a mans 
feet sticking out from the débris of 
the car. But my attention was at- 
tracted by young Stein, whose. body 
was hidden up to his waiét, for he 
was shouting: ‘For God's sake, take 
me out; take me out; get a crow-bar 
and get me out!’ Over and over 
again he kept repeating this. Willing 
hands were soon at work, and as soon 
as possible he wa- released, and then 
Stein kept quite quiet and maintained 
good control over himself, though he 
must have been suflering severely. 
“About fifteen minutes after the col- 
lision had occurred Mr. Barrack and 1 
had looked at the body of Mr. Stern 
\witbout looking close enough to rec- 
ognize him. Then some one came 
across to the works where we had re- 
turned and said that it was Mr. Stern 
that had been killed. We didn’t de- 
lieve it, but we again crossed to where 
the car lay broken and twisted out of 
shape, and then, sure enough, e rec- 
opnized the body. The face of the 
dead Man was very much flushed and 
the eyes projected, and the head lay 
somewhat out of the car. At the first

DAZED BY THE SHOCK.

THE DEAD CHARLES STERN, 

Charles Stern was one of the oldest 
Wine men of uthern California, and 
might almose “be called the father of 
the business in this section of the 
country. For many years he was as- 
sociated with I. J. Rose, and the firm 
was known as Stern & Rose. Stern 
had reached an enviable position in 
his business, as he was one of the 
largest “independent” wine merchants 
on the Coast. 

Born in Germany, Mr. Stern came 
to this country when a very young 
man, and has been a resident of Call- 
fornia since the early 50's. He had but 
recently organized the Riverside Vine- 
yard Company, which holds 2000 acres 
of vines nine miles out from Riverside, 
A special station has been bullt for the 
company by the Salt ke railroad, 
called Stalter. 

Another ente se which bore the 
fruits of Mr. Stern's labor wus the 
Agricultural Chemical Company, «a 
large fertilizing comern located at Ma- 
cy street and the river. He was also 
in business at one time with Charlies 
Foley & Sons of San neisco. The 
wine business, which took up most of 
his time, has spread during the latter 
years of his life from the home place 
on Mission boulevard to other branch 
houses, and his firm now has estab- 
lishmerts in Chicago and New York. 

Mr. Stern was in his seventy-second 
year, and according to the members of 
his family was just beginning to en- 
joy anew the benefits of prosperous 
life. In his beautiful home, situated 
within his large grounds covering all 
of the block at Macy street and Mis- 
sion bou'evard, lived his two little 
grandchildren, and with them he took 
an infinite oy Yesterday after- 
noon the bright Christmas toys which 
he had bought them lav about the 
place deserted. The children seemed to 
fee! the loss as much as the older ones. 

Mrs. Charlee Stern is at present in 
New York city, whither she went on 
a visit about two months ago. Seven 
chi.dren were born to the couple dur- 
ing their long married life, all of whom 
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wreck without any great harm befalli- 
ing me.”

UNICIPAL LIGHTING 
LIKELY IN SAN PEDRO. 
— — 
CITIZENS DISGUSTED WITH PRES- 
ENT LIGHT AND WATER. 
— 

Too Much Darkness and Dryness 
„ and a Flood of Protests Stirs City 
Trustees—Burned by Gasoline 
Dredger. 


SAN PEDRO, Dec. 30.—Two questions 
are seriously bothering the official 
heads of the city—light and water. The 
franchise for the former is held by 
the Edison Electric Company, and the 
Seaside Water Company holds the 
Other. Of late the service of both 
corporations has been abominable, and 
protests thick and fast have poured 
into the Board of Trustees. Many 
nights this month the electric lights 
have failed for several hours, and in 
some instan entirely for the night, 
handicapping business houses and work 
in Offices. Matters reached a climax 
last night when the trustees instruct- 
ed the City Attorney and City Engi- 
meer to call an election to vote on 
dbullding a municipal electric-lighting 
plant. There is no question that the 
proposition would carry, as sll pa- 
tience has been . exhausted with the 
light as furnished by the company. 

The water question is even more seri- 
ous. For some time houses in the res- 
idence section have been able to ob- 
tain but a small quantity of water, and 
sometimes none. A prominent citizen 
remarked today that he had been mak- 
ing an unsuccessful attempt for a week 
to obtain enough water in which to 
bathe, but had finally given up all hope. 
Some time ago the trustees notified 
the Seaside Water Company that un- 
less the system was improved and ex- 
tended it would declare the franchise 
forfeited. Last night a communica- 
tion was read from the company an- 
nouncing that pipe is laid as rapidly 
as possible, and that the delay in com- 
pleting the distributing system is be- 
cause pipe can not be secured readily 
on account of scarcity due to the steel 
strike in the East.
